School Board Studies 
Fire Deficiency Report 

A special meeting of the Antioch 
Townahip High School board was 
called for Wednesday night to study 
a report from the state fire mar- 
shal which listed 33 points of defi- 
ciency at the school. 

Board Chairman Robert Denman 
said that the report was written after 
a Dec. 31 inspection by the state 
fire inspector. 

Some of the minor items cited are 
"long outstanding" and others may 
require some expenditures to correct, 
Denman said.

A. Republican speaker in a Demo- 
cratic-controlled house has occurred 
once before, Murphy said, when in 
1913 it took 75 roll calls to elect the 
speaker. 

MURPHY TOLD the Antioch News 
that in the event Woods is elected, 
he would make a bid for the post 
of House Whip. 

State Senator Robert McClory 
also left for Springfield Monday 
and forecast a series of interplay 
and rivalries in the House even 
more than in the overwhelmingly 
Republican Senate. 

Ambitious members in both parties 
will be eyeing the governor's seat in 
this session, McClory says. "Not 
since Gov. Stevenson's legislative 
debacle at the hand of a Republican, 
Senate and West-side bloc controlled 
House of 1949 has the challenge to 
the Governor's office been so great. 
Gov. Stratton's legislative recom- 
mendations wi|l be attacked' by the 
Democratic controlled House and 
may be questioned by .ambitious Re- 
publicans in the Senate— all with 
their eyes on the 1960 elections."

Bond Costs 
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Seek Financing For 
$200,000 Without 
Raisehtjaxes

Overtaxed sewer and water fa- 
cilities here definitely will be re- 
lieved this year, says Antioch's vil- 
lage board. • . *■ 

Groundwork was laid at Tuesday 
night's board meeting for financing 
a project which will provide sewer 
and water needs for a population of 
3,500. The board heard recommen- 
dations from the city engineer as to 
needs and from representatives of 
two bonding houses as to costs. 

ONE OF THE first projects is se- 
curing right-of-way on planned ex- 
pansion of .the system and the first 
move in that direction was made at 
the meeting. The board prepared 
dedication papers for a new street 
extension of Anita Ave. from Depot 
St. to North Ave. All property 
owners along the planned new street 
willingly have deeded over land for 
a 60 foot street except two property 
owners at the North Ave. outlet. 

But this won't stop the village as 
it will dedicate the street immedi- 
ately and will take legal steps to 
continue Anita Ave. through the 
property owned by the balky citi- 
zens Mayor Murrill Cunningham 
said. 

"THIS IS IMFORTAMT to the en- 
tire town," Cunningham said, "and 
we do mean business on this project." 

The new street under which will 
lie necessary additions to the sewer 
and water systems will be the second 
street connecting Rte. 173 and North 
Ave. Water mains under the entire 
length of Anita Ave. will supply 
the fast growing Oakwood Knolls 
section with at least 35 pounds pres- 
sure. 

Cost of the new project will be no 
more than $200,000 the board heard, 
The sewer additions will come to a 
maximum of $125,000 and water 
main project Will be about $40,000; 

THE MAYOR opinioned at the 
meeting that taxpayers would not 
support an election to furnish the 
money for the necessary expansion 
and so money must be raised through 
a revenue bond issue where users 
would pay for the bonds used for 
tions on experiences of other towns 
financing. He based his assump- 
where taxes had to be raised to fi- 
nance civic improvements. 

So water and sewer users would 
pay for the entire bond issue through 
increased costs for water and sewer 
service, the board heard. Trustee, 
Ernest Glenn presented figures 
showing that a 50 per cent increase 
in the two rates would provide a 
margin above Operating costs of 
$16,000 yearly — enough to pay off 
bonds issued for the project. At

Frank Applebey 
Chosen To Fill 
Board Vacancy 

Antioch's Village Board was 
brought up to its full complement of 
six Tuesday night with the appoint- 
ment of Frank J. Applebey, 179 Oak- 
wood Dr., to fill the term of the late 
George F. Garland. 

Garland, 63, died. May 6 in a Wau- 
kegan hospital of a heart ailment 
after a two week confinement. He 
had been a long-time resident of 
Antioch and was a charter member 
of the fire department. For 36 
years he was treasurer of the de- 
partment. 

AT THE TIME of his death, he 
had one year to remain on his second 
term on the village board. 

Applebey, currently president of 
the Oakwood Knolls Civic Assn., 
owns Frank's TV in Antioch. He 
has been a resident here for four 
years and commuted to Chicago be- 
fore opening his TV repair shop in 
April, 1058. 

The mayor declined to make an 
immediate appointment of a suc- 
cessor to fill out Garland's unex- 
pired term out of respect to the re- 
spected official.

No Action Yet On Record 
1,600 Tax Protests Filed 

F\ L Hills Calls For 

Economy, Not More 

venue In Letter 



No' action has been taken by the 
County Board of Review on the 
estimated 1,600 tax protests filed in 
Lake Villa Township, but each case 
will get an individual hearing soon. 

A spokesman for Robert Jasper, 
county supervisor of assessors, said 
that each protestor is now being 
assigned numbers for the office fil- 
ing procedures. The numbers in no 
way Will determine order of the 
hearings, she said. 

THE BOARD of Review still has 
not completed hearing the tax pro- 
tests of Cuba and Ela Townships. 
But when it does, it will have to 
face the unprecedented pile of tpx 
protests from Lake Villa. The num- 
ber is larger than those submitted 
from any other township in the 
county, the spokesman said. 

Earlier Jasper said that he felt 
that many- of the tax protestors 
would find some relief. 

The drive to organize taxpayers 
and provide help in filing forms re- 
sulted in the following number of 
protests: 

Venetian Village and West Milt- 
more, 743. 

Lindenhurst, about 285. 

Fox Lake Hills, more than 180. 

Lake Villa, about 100. 

Individual protest, about 200. 

FOX LAKE HILLS drive, organ- 
ized by the Fox Lake Hills Property 
Owners Assn., wound up its drive 
just IS minutes before the extended 
filing deadline of noon Saturday. 
Help was extended to residents of 
Lake Villa and Petite Lake Park 
near the final gun, reported Mrs. 
George Chorus, secretary of the 
group. 

The Fox Lake Hills group was 
especially distressed at the multi- 
plier factor applied by Jasper to 
original assessments supplied by Del 
Black, Lake Villa assessor. 

In an accompanying letter, the 
association called the multiplier 
'excessive, arbitrary and unjust" 
and that it was "applied without 
due regard to the fair market value." 

They claimed that unincorpor- 
ated areas such as Fox Lake Hills 
"are assessed on the same or higher 
basis than those in municipalities, 



yet they do not receive the same 
benefits of such services as police; 
and fire protection ..." 

THE LETTER ALSO HIT at Jas- 
per's own office claiming that "the 
county is spending a great deal of 
money, for. a. Supervisor of Asses- 
sors and desk staff who figure out 
complicated long distance mathe- 
matical formulas. It would do great- 
er service to the taxpayers if some 
of that money were diverted for the 
next four years to the employment 
of men in the field not subject to 
political pressure, to get an honest 
and just individual appraisal of all 
property ..." 

Citing some of the inequalities, 
the letter said: "Improved lots are 
assessed as vacant. Identical homes 
are valued at different levels. Homes 
with plastered walls, basements or 
garages are valued equally to or 
lower than homes not containing 
. . . these improvements." 

THE LETTER ALSO ripped choice 
of publication of the rolls so near 
Christmas and noted that some peo- 
ple not on the tax rolls can not pro- 
test since they purchased property 
after April, 1958. 

In a final paragraph, the letter 
suggested that taxing bodies attempt 
to economize rather than look for 
new sources of revenue. 

In Lindenhurst, the Citizen's Par- 
ty will be attempting to have a 
member of the Board of Review at- 
tend a meeting soon to re-explain 
the tax factor procedure as there is 
still great misunderstanding as to 
its operation. 



New Board Member 
Fast Worker: Glenn 

"He's a fast worker," Village 
Trustee Ernest Glenn observed 
at the appointment of Frank 
Applebey to the Antioch Village 
Board Tuesday night. 

"His first night on the board, 
and already he's got a new 
water and sewer system under- 
way for Oakwood Knolls." 

Glenn was referring to the 
board's action to prepare financ- 
ing for an expansion to the 
sewer and water system which 
would greatly benefit the Oak- 
wood Knolls section where Ap- 
plebey Uvea. 



Dairy Wax Into 
Sewer Plugs Line 

An accident at the Willow-Dale 
Co. of Antioch has dumped about 
1,000 pounds of wax into the village 
sewer system causing a plugging of 
the line near the plant. 

Village officials at the regular 
meeting Tuesday night heard a re- 
port from Edgar Simonsen, works 
superintendent, that the line has 
overflowed near the plant. It is al- 
most impossible to rout the line to 
restore flow, Simonsen said. 

The wax is used to coat paper milk 
cartons and has hardened so that 
lengths of pipe may have to be re- 
placed. 

THE BOARD directed E. C. Jac- 
obs, village attorney, to write a let- 
ter to the company that it must 
make attempts to reduce the organic 
load on the system and improve its 
housekeeping. The adjustments 
must be made or service is in danger 
of being shut off at the plant. 

The village engineer advised the 
board that Willow-Date contributes 
fully a third of the load on the Anti- 
och sewer system. In addition, 
milk wastes are unusually difficult 
to process, he said. 

After immediate action is taken 
on the present problem, Willow-Dale 
Pres. Sam Lerner will be called upon 
to iron out future workings of the 
plant and the sewer system, the 
board said. 



Kenneth Hart, 
Lake Villa 
Banker Dies 

Funeral services were held Satur- 
day at the Allendale School Chapel 
in Lake Villa for E. Kenneth Hart, 
former president of the Lake Villa 
Trust and 'Savings Bank. 

Mr. Hart, 56, died last' Wednesday, 
Dec. 31, at the T. J. Tronson resi- 
dence on Deep Lake Road, where he 
had resided for the past 21 years. 
His death came after a 15 month 
illness. 

BORN IN CHICAGO Aug. 11, 
1902, Mr. Hart Jlirst. came to Lake 
Villa where he attended the Allen- 
dale School for Boys. He was grad- 
uated from the Western Military 
Academy at Alton, 111., and received 
his first training in banking with 
the Drexel State Bank of Chicago 
and the Garard Truck Co. in Chi- 
cago. « .( 

He became affiliated with the Lake 
Villa Trust and Savings Bank on 
Dec 5, 1933 and rose to the post of 
president ih 1950. He gave up the 
post in 1958 because of illness and 
was immediately named executive 
vice president. 

Mr. Hart was active in commun- 
ity and schopJ..af fairs, having been 
treasurer of the Lake Villa Village 
Board and a past treasurer of the 
Lake Villa School Board. He also 
was a member of the Millburn Ma- 
sonic Lodge No. 127, AF & AM at 
the time of his death.

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Junk Presents One Side 
Of Issues To Newspapers 

Many and varied are the letters; pamphlets, flyers and gar- 
bage that find their way to the desk of newspaper editors. The pur- 
pose of course is to "help" harried editors in filling their columns 
with "news". 

Favorite target is the weekly newspaper editor who probably 
has less time than his big city daily brother in culling the good from 
the bad. 

Some of the releases would make even the mildest citizen's 
blood boil. An example of what you did not see in The Antioch News 
is the anti-semitic booklet which was sent. asking the editor to read, 
then write* a critical appraisal of the booklet which would be used 
for further publicity. The story presumably would be used also in 
the editor's newspaper. The unusual ruse is an attempt to get the 
always critical tfdltor to read the poison. 

The -latest in this parade of trash is an appeal from the Asso- 
ciation of Citizens' Councils giving a breakdown of white and 
negro populations in the various states showing how many more of 
the colored race would be needed in each northern state to' reach 
the national average of 1 percent. 

It contains a plea for northern states with "solutions" to the 
Negro problem to share the "problems" of the south. For a middle- 
of-the-roader on segregation like The Antioch News, it is a hard 
question to resqjye. 

The point of tiiese examples is that on every subject, there is 
an opposite and logical view which must be considered. The solution 
usually is best found in a compromise and it is the responsibility of 
the editor to present both sides. If both views are not present, then 
it is the duty of the reader to make sure the editor sees his mistake. 
If you should by accident see an article in The Antioch News which 
seems to be one-sided, then you are doing fellow readers a dis- 
service by keeping still and letting wrong impressions build up in 
their minds. 

This is one of the "problems" of the south — folks have lived 
a one-sided life so long that even a compromise position is unac- 
ceptable.

Good news for dairy farmers in 
this area who supply milk for the 
Chicago market is contained in an 
announcement by A. L. McWilliams, 
general manager, Pure Milk Ass'n, 
that a new "super pool" for con- 
tinuing payment of producer prem- 
iums on Class I (bottled) miTk up 
to Jan 1, 1960 has been agreed upon 
by Chicago milk dealers. 

The agreement was reached fol- 
lowing several days of negotiations 
by Pure Milk Ass'n, which repre- 
sents most of the dairy farmers who 
sell milk on the Chicago market, and 
the Associated Milk Dealers, Inc., 
which represents the major dairy 
companies on the market. It picks 
up where the 1958 agreement leaves 
off, McWilliams said. 

AS IN 1958, tho agreement pro- 
vides for payment of an additional 
25 cents per hundredweight on Class 
I milk each month for the period 
Jan. 1 through Dec. 31, provided that 
the Federal Order 41 Class I price, 
plus the negotiated premium, does 
not exceed $4 per hundredweight. 

It is estimated that -,this super 
pool premium viill add 10 cents per 
hundredweight to the blended price 
paid producers over the 12-month 
period and bring them an increased 
return totaling approximately 5Vi 
million dollars. 

A new feature of the agreement 
provides that not more than two 
cents per hundredweight shall be 
deducted from the super pool and 
used for advertising and promotion 
of milk and dairy products in the 
Chicagoland area, as directed by 
Pure Milk Association. It is esti- 
mated that up to a half million dol- 
lars could be raised through the de- 
ductions from the pool for this pro- 
motional work.
